A good rule is for every member to 
answer any letter

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Several hundred years ago, and 
long before the present buildings 
were erected, a plot was hatched in 
London to assassinate the King of 
England and his Ministers during a 
Council of Parliament in the old Pa- 
lace.

LETTERS FROM HOLLAND. (2) 
(By W. G. R. 'Zahn - Gem No. 220). 
Holland is very much interested 
in the tobacco trade and the manu- 
facture of cigars. This important 


branch of trade dates from the year 


1600. At that time many foveign to- 
baccos ‘were tmported, viz. from Bra- 


‘zil, Virginia, etc. At about the begin- 


ning of the eighteenth century tobac- 
co from almost all the tobacco gro- 
wing regions in America was impor- 
ted, and further from Havana, Porto 
Rico, Brazil, etc. Al that time the 
principal centres of industry were 
at Amsterdam and Rotterdam, but 


now-a-days large Cigar Works are 


spread all over the country. It is 
reported that there were 200 iac- 
tories in 1806. According to the sta- 


tistics of that time Holland was the 


leading importer of tobacco in the 
tobacco 
plantations in the Dutch East Indies 
began to develop rapidly, Sumatra 
and Java tobacco was chiefly im- 
ported and Amsterdam became the 
largest tobacco market. Prior to 1914 
there were imported 837.972 bales 


of tobacco from Java and Sumaira, 


‘representing a value of 
—73.900.000 Dutch guilders. 
- The ‘tobacco is sold at auctions 


held at Amsterdam and Rotterdam.

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As the Dutch East Indies supplied a 
kind of tobacco principally suitable 
for the cigar manufacture, this trade 
developed rapidly: There are about 
1300 factories including both large 


and | small omnes.

In my previous article I mentioned - 
that Amsterdam is the largest city 
of Holland. Then follows Rot-— 
tercam, which possesses magni- 
ficent waterways, also various 
large. and well equipped ~ har- 
bours, which can accomodate the 
largest ships of the world. Her po- 
sition is especially important, as the 
city has a large hinterland, viz. Swit- 
zerland and Germany, by means of 
good waterways. Rotterdam is, just 
as Amsterdam, connected with vari- 
ous oversea countries by direct 
steamship lines. A short time ago a 
new service was opened. viz. be- 
tween Rotterdam and South ‘Africa. 
Up to then there did not exist any 
direct shipping-route under the Dutch 
flag' between Holland and South Afri- 
ca, but principally owing to changes | 
brought about by the great war, 
that line was established. It is anti- 
cipated that the new line will prove 
ia great success. 

Rotterdam has about 360.000 in- 
habitants and is worth visiting. An 
interesting excursion may be ‘made 
round it by boat. ‘Also a walk along- 
side the tree planted, ever busy 
quays.is really recommendable. In 
the centre of the city a large Church 
stands, which was consecrated in 
1477. A new Townhall and Post Of- 
fice, both of enormous size, are in 
course of construction.

Saint Paul’s Cathedral. 

In the heart of the ’’City”’ and on 
the original site ot London, or Lon- 
dinium, as founded by the Romans, 
stands the great Cathedral oi St. 
Paul — the third largest Christian 
church in the world (the other two 
being Saint Peter’s at Rome, and 

the Milan Cathedral, in Italy . 

The original edifice was comple- 


-tely destroyed in the Great Fire of 


London in the year 1060, and to the 
renowned English architect, Sir 
Christopher When, fell the task ot 
building a worthy successor to the 
destroyed Cathedral.

The building itself is formed in 
the shape ot a Maltese cross, with 
the massive dome majestically sur- 
mounting the centre; on the summit 
Oot which a huge golden cross stands 
out against the sky at the height 
ot nearly four hundred feet. 

During late years considerable an- 
xiety for the safety ot the Cathe- 


_ dral has been felt, owing to the 


discovery that the foundations were 
slowly. sinking. This was thought 
to be due to drainage and conse- 
quent weaking of the subsoil — 
and also to the near approach of 
the underground railways having, 


_ by tunneling, weakened the foun- ~ 
During excavations among the . 


dations. 

Lately, however, great efforts have 
been made to arrest this sinking, 
and immense quantities of strong 
cement have been sunk around the 
foundations, Opinion however, is 
still divided as to the safety ot the 
Cathedral. 
~ Nevertheless, Saint Paul’s is still 
the central object and unrivalled 
glory ot London. , 


THE AZORES. (Concluded). 
qBy H. W. Henbest. Gem No. 297) . 
In 1892 the archipelago was di- 


_ vided postally into three groups, by 


name, Ponta Delgada, Angra and 
Horta, a separate set of stamps 


Deane | Geched: for each. As will be 


noticed.each group bears the name 
ot its own. principal town. With 
the exception of the name _ plate 
added at the ioot, the stamps were 
identical in design, being similar 
to the 1892 issue ot Portugal, 
bearing the effigy ot King Carlos I. 

‘In 1897 a new issue was prepa- 
red, also bearing the effigy ot King 
Carlos I. These are similar to the 
regular Portuguese Colonial issues 
ot that time, the name ot the origin 
being indicated within a tablet at 
the toot ot each stamp, whilst the 
value is inserted in the top leit hand 
corner. Otherwise the stamps are 
quite identical in design for each 
group. 

The above issues, two for each 
and six in all, are still quite easily 
obtained at ‘a. normal cost, and 
should aftord little difficulty to a 
collector interested in these islands. 
The price is almost the same for 
either used or unused specimens. 

In September 1906 the posts ot 


Azores were once again united and 


the stamps of Ponta Delgada, An- 
gra and Horta superseded by a 
general issue for the whole of the 
archipelago. 

Meantime in 1898 a general com- 
memorative issue had appeared, of 
beautiful design, issued upon the 
anniversary of Vasco da Gama’s 
wonderful voyage ot discovery to 
Africa, and the rounding of the Cape 
ot Good Hope. The stamps are 
eight in number and are similar to 
the Portuguese issue of the same 
date, only having ’’Acores’”’ added 
in place of Portugal. 

In 1906 a general issue superse- 
ded the former three issues. The 
_ stamps are exactly the same in de- 


sign, as those of 1897, but having 


Acores in the tablet at the foot, 
with the letters Ao Ay PD? in othe 
three remaining corners, denoting 
the, three groups amalgamated into 
the one given at the foot of stamp. 

The reign of King Carlos was 
tragically. brought to a close by 
his assassination in February 1908.
